The author, who is the Director of Silent Unity, 
recently returned from a trip to the Holy Land. 


HERE IS holy ground? “The place 

whereon thou standest is holy 

ground.”” You stand on holy ground, 
because you are holy. 

Most of us shy away from this thought that we 
are holy. When Jesus said to the Jews, “I and 
the Father are one,” they wanted to stone Him. 
Even when He said, “Is it not written in your 
law, I said, Ye are gods?” they could not accept 
it and turned from Him. 

We give much attention to the intellectual man 
and to the physical man, but we are reluctant to 
think about or talk about the spiritual man, the 
God-self of us. 

“Neither shall they say Lo, here! or, There! 
for lo, the kingdom of God is within you.” “Know 
ye not that ye are a temple of God, and that the 
Spirit of God dwelleth in you?” Surely if the 
kingdom of God is within us, surely if our bodies 
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are temples of the living God, we must be holy in 
God's sight. 

In his book, Ta/ks on Truth, Charles Fillmore 
says, “Many have caught sight of the fact that the 
true church of Christ is a state of consciousness 
in man, but few have gone so far in the realiza- 
tion as to know that in the very body of each man 
and woman is a temple in which the Christ holds 
religious services at all times.” 

Whether we realize it or not, we stand on holy 
ground, the church of Christ is in our midst. 

I thought much about these ideas when recently 
I had the opportunity of visiting the Holy Land. 
There are many places in the world that are con- 
sidered holy, but none of them compares with the 
Holy Land, because this is where Jesus walked 
and talked and taught and performed His mir- 
acles. Here in the Holy Land one remembers 
not only Jesus but all the other great Biblical 
figures, who walked with God, who knew Him 
as a living and real presence. 

Every year thousands of persons go to the Holy 
Land. They come from all over the world and 
worship there. And as they worship there they 
bring something of their faith in the living Christ 
to the relics of the past. 

I am convinced that there is a tremendous po- 
tential spiritual power in the Holy Land because 
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of all the faith that has been built into it through 
the words and teachings of Jesus, through His 
disciples and followers, through the faith of the 
wonderful prophets of old, and through the faith 
of the pilgrims who make their way to its shrines 
year after year. 

All of the Holy Land holds a sort of mystical 
beauty. When I visited there I felt as though I 
were getting back home. It seemed natural to 
stand beside the Sea of Galilee, to walk in the 
garden of Gethsemane, to see first hand the places 
that I had read about and known about for all my 
life. 

Two thousand years ago the shore of the Sea 
of Galilee was a busy thoroughfare; caravans were 
constantly going through here on their way to 
Damascus, to Egypt, and to other places in the 
world. Today the Sea of Galilee is a quiet place; 
there are no towns of any size or importance along 
its shores, and the hillsides are barren. It is a lake 
about fourteen miles long and seven miles wide. 
But in this quiet place I liked thinking of the 
Galilee of Jesus’ day, I liked thinking of Him 
as part of a busy, active world, as indeed He was. 

There are places in the Holy Land that have 
not changed much in two thousand years. When 
we think of our own country, we realize that in 
the lapse of twenty-five years, a place can have 








changed so much that were we to go back we 
would scarcely recognize it. 

The remnants of the olive trees that were there 
in Jesus’ time stand in the garden of Gethsemane. 
Even the costume of the people has in many in- 
stances remained unchanged through the cen- 
turies. Along the hillsides in Syria and the Jordan 
you find the robed shepherds of Biblical times. 
And the women in their flowing dress still carry 
water bottles on their heads, filled from the same 
wells that we read about in the Bible. 

The thought of Jesus as the Good Shepherd 
has always had meaning for me, so I felt par- 
ticularly drawn to the shepherds on the hillsides 
of the Holy Land today. 

It was natural for Jesus to use the shepherd 
as an illustration, “I am the good shepherd; and 
I know mine own and mine own know me . 
and I lay down my life for the sheep.” 

In the Holy Land one remembers the wonder- 
ful work and teachings of Jesus, and one cannot 
help but wonder what happened to the live Truth 
that Jesus gave forth here in this Holy Land, 
what happened to the healing power that found 
expression through Jesus and His apostles and 
followers. Why did it seem to die out, how did 
Christianity get bogged down in narrow religious 
beliefs ? Where did we lose the spirit of Jesus and 
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commence to worship Him as a_ personality? 
Where along the way did we lose sight of the 
truth that we are to follow the Holy Spirit that 
was to come in the name of Jesus Christ, that He 
told us about when He said, “I go unto the Father 

. and I will pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that he may be with you 
for ever, even the Spirit of Truth . . . the Com- 
forter even the Holy Spirit, whom the Father will 
send in my name, he shall teach you all things, 
and bring to your remembrance all that I said 
unto you.” 

In the Holy Land we are carried back to the 
days of long ago as we visit the old shrines and 
historical spots, but it is really the living Christ 
Spirit that matters. And it seems to me that all 
over the world, the teachings of Jesus are com- 
mencing to come into their own in a much more 
practical and logical way. We are commencing 
to find that the principles that Jesus taught are 
sound and living principles, that to follow these 
principles is the only way to peace and life. 

We do not have to go to the Holy Land to find 
the living Christ Spirit. We only have to go to 
the Lord of our being in silence and in prayer. 
“Hold, there! Where runnest thou? Know, heaven 

is in thee. 
Seekest thou for God elsewhere, His face thou'lt 
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never see. 

In all eternity, no tone can be so sweet, 

As where man’s heart with God in unison doth 
beat.” 

Where is holy ground? “The place whereon 
thou standest is holy ground,” for you are holy. 
Holy ground is truly wherever the Spirit of God 
is, and He has made your heart His dwelling 
place.

Once I overcame my fear of people and ex- 
pressed my natural warm, friendly feelings to- 
ward them, I found I no longer felt lonely and 
afraid. I felt a part of the big family called the

tain me. But I had to give before I could receive. 
It took courage for one as shy as I to take the 
initiative—even to be the first to smile.
